As a rule formal ratification of a peace treaty is expected and 


ev-.ary to make it valid. 


iVacc treaties are usually written by hand throughout, sealed 


with many seals £.nd bound with green silk ribbon. 


Fence treaties bind the signatory powers either when they 


are hi}'"U o- when they are ratified. They bind individuals when 
thoy receive news thac such treaties have been made. 


' Thi- "ulcw ot the signatory powers don't affix their signatures 


or siuU to peace treaties entered into by them. This important

01 h' Fdch nation entering into a peace agreement is bound by all 
of the U HP, agreed upon by its peace commissioners, provided it 
cannot be ,hov,n that such commissioners did not expressly vio- 
i£-tc tlie j.'stiuctions given them. 


Tho rlod ot a peace treaty is to put an end not only to a

war'v as undertaken. A new war can be undertaken for similai 
cau,c- ol complaint, but not for the ?ame. The peace is an obliv- 
ion or apuiehly of all past difficulties. 


L-'tin originally was the language in which all peace treaties 


jnvoh inj? Christian powers were written. Later French was gen- 
erally iMtopted as the language for such agreements, but nowadays , 
it is'cuhtomary for Copies of the treaty to be prepared in the 
langaago oL each ot the signatory powers.

It is also customary, however, to make exception in the case ot 
Turkey and other Mohammedan countries, the copies of their trea- 
ties being altered to read: "In the Name of Allah the Almighty 
God."Peao- treataies are not written straight across the page, or 
page.;, like ordinary documents. They are written in parallel 
columns, each column being in the laguage of one of the signatory

As a rule formal ratification of a peace treaty is expected and 


ev-.ary to make it valid. 


iVacc treaties are usually written by hand throughout, sealed 


with many seals £.nd bound with green silk ribbon.
